Judy Hopes For Transplant 


Plano Kidney Patient Tied to Dialysis Machine 


By NELDA WHITEHEAD 
Judy Davis depends on a 
machine for her life. She will 
have to undergo dialysis five 
to six hours a day, three days 
a week for the rest of her life, 
unless—or until—she can 
receive a kidney transplant. 
According to the Kidney 
Foundation of Texas, there 
are over 40,000 people like 
Judy, stricken with kidney 
failure each year, with at 
least 400 of them located in 
the Metro area. 
Dialysis is not a simple 
process. It may produce pain 
and discomfort to the patient 
in the hooking-up process 
which involves placing large 
needles into the patient’s 
arms, and from the physical 
changes that take place by 
experiencing such a large 
change in the blood purity in 
a short period of time. 
The 
artificial 
kidney 
removes the blood in small 
quantities and filters out the 
impurities 
which 
the 
patient’s kidneys fail to 
filter. 
Psychological, Too 
Finally, 
there 
is 
the 
psychological 
aspect 
of 
being tied to a machine 
which controls the patient’s 
life—and that of her family— 
schedules and activities, 
both on and off the machine 
“I have had kidney trouble 


most of my life,” Judy said, 
explaining that she had been 
ill with rhumotoid fever at 
age six and doctors suspect 
this may have affected and 
weakened her kidneys. 
Three years ago, she was 
very ill and the diagnosis 
was kidney failure. Since 
that time, she has been 
literally tied to the machine. 
But with the help of her 
husband, James, she accepts 
it as the only possible way to 
stay alive. 
D ialysis 
patients 
can 
either take their treatment 
at the Foundation (a very 
expensive treatment) or buy 
a $2500 machine and use it at 
home. Judy and James 
chose 
to 
purchase 
the 
machine, and in addition to 
the initial cost, must add 
new solution before each 
use. 
Husband Important 
The Davis’s have been 
married eight years and 
Judy said she depends on 
him to see her through each 
dialysis. 
He works as a 
plumber, but comes home 
early those three days each 
week to keep her company, 
make frequent checks on her 
blood pressure and watch 
the machine’s performance. 
She added with a smile that 
when she gets down in the 
dumps—as she does once in

cheerfulness 
gets her through it. 
Asked what she would do 
in case of a severe electrical 
storm which might knock out 
the electricity. Judy said the 
treatment is discontinued, 
then continued on the next 
scheduled day. She said this 
had happened only one time, 
but she noticed she was 
noticeably weaker before the 
next dialysis. 
Needle Painful 
Asked about pain. Judy 
said the worst pain comes 
when the needle is being 
inserted, but “one tries to 
grow 
immune 
to 
that 
discomfort” and said that 
the hardest thing of all was 
having to lie still so long. 
“You can’t move about or 
you might jerk the needles 
out. So I watch television or 
read, if I don’t get too 
groggy, but I try not to go to 
sleep because I’m afraid I 
might jerk the tubes,” she 
said. 
She said she feels it’s 
easier on both of them for 
her to use the treatment 
machine at home than it is 
on people who must go down 
to the Foundation, located on 
Mockingbird Lane in Dallas, 
three times a week, as does 
another 
Plano 
kidney 
patient, Richard E. Russell. 
Judy said she just hopes 
that the new state law 
relating to 
license donor 
certification, gifts will help 
those 
patients who must 
wait, often for years, for a 
transplant. 
Donors Needed 
The law was passed on 
Jan. 23. 1975, in the Texas 
Senate and relates to making 
an anotomical gift of kidneys 
or other organs by executing 
a statement on the reverse 
side of a driver’s license. It 
became effective on Jan. I, 
of this year. 
To execute the Donor 
Certification “Gift of Life” 
organ 
donor program, 
a 
person must be 18 years of 
age and his signature murt 
be witnessed by two adults. 
It is suggested 
by the 
Foundation that the donor 
discuss his wishes with his 
fam ily 
as 
well 
as 
his 
physician and attorney. 
While she waits, 
and 
hopes, Judy keeps her spirits 


up, realizing this is the way 
it has to be. 
“I know that if I don’t stay 
on the dialysis on a regular 
basis, I will die— it’s just 
that simple,” she said. 
Only 38 kidney transplants 
were performed at Parkland 
Hospital last year. Of these, 
13 were relative donors and 
25 from cadaver donors. So, 


many more are needed. 
Judy Davis is only 28 years 
old and has already spent 
three of 
those 
years 
in 
dialysis. She loves gardening 
and can lead a fairly normal 
life, four days a week, but 
said that trips are out of the 
question because even when 
it is not in use, she is tied to a 
dialysis machine. 


Although not bitter about her lot, Judy Davis gets a wistful 
look as she talks about her hope for a future kidney tran­ 
splant which would relieve her of hours on a dialysis 
machine.

Most people who used the 
flint were nomads—hunters 
who followed game trails 
and never built permanent 
homes Bu* for a relatively 
short period, from about 1200 
to 1450, some people settled 
near the quarries to farm, 
and bartered the flint for 
such items as pottery and 
seashells. These people are 
referred to by archeologists 
as the Panhandle Pueblo 
Culture—hence the last half 
of that IO-word title. 
The Panhandle Pueblo

was

Plains Village Indians whose
